Sweden Is normally heavily depen- 
dent on foreign trode. and she l^t 
65 per cent ot her foreign markets 
when Oermany riirwunded her by 
the Invoslon of Norw-ay. Britain, 
formerly the largest customer of 
Sweden, was cut off. Even the safe- 
conduct ships thot were allowed tor 
a while through Oothenburg W'cre 
far from adequate to keep Sweden 
supplied. If this safe'conduct- trade 
is resumed soon, astU hoped here. ■ 
It will help some, bilt still It won't 
relieve Sweden of tha necessity of 
doing business with' Oermany, 

Swedish officials are hopeful that - 
the allies will be more generous In 
allowing oil and other urgent sup- 
plies to come In If the Gothenberg 
traffic Is resumed, and they have 
their own tankers ready for It. 

Tlie exchange of goods between 
Sweden and Oermany Is 'consider- 
able. Last year Oermany sent In 
four million tons of cool. 300,000 
tons bf steel. (30,000.000 worth, ot 
chemlcols and otuut the same 
amounts In textiles and machinery, 
plus tIB,000,000 worth ofmaterlals. 
In return, Sweden sent Oermany 
more than 8,000,000 tons of Iron ore, 
some machinery, and considerable 
supplies of wood. 

But that these business deallnga 
mean sympathy with the noils docs 
not follow. Americans traded with 
Japan long otter casting their nym- 
paUiles end hopes against her. Tlie 
Bweiles Had many ties with the old 
Germany, but they are fearful ot 
the nod methods.
